A London ' cabby*— bo tho story 
goeaj— aVpon hearing some remarks 
' aboak tbe-Betorm BiU, ianooonUy in- 
qiared, VjTbatJa^It Hke ? | Anything 
likf Tho'pVopIe of 
British Oolambia have long and eagerly 
Boaght for oonatilntioQal or raaponaiblo 
govornmont. That form of governmeDt 
ia now within their gra«p, ooaliDgent 
only opoa Confederation — and upon 
uood- behaviour. . But,, if ono were 
to "]8fdg'a'"ttio''" whole oommanity by 
those who spoke in ultra opposition to 
the Civil List Bill, at the public moeting 
on Friday night, the oonolasion that 
an amazing degroo of igooranco per- 
vades the publio mind coucerning the 
trae nature and praciical working of 
that form of adminiatralion whioh has 
been attained or is aboat to bo attairod 
after BO loDgthenod a alrngglo. In (ruth 
it would require no very great stretch of 
the imagination to conQeive of one at 
least of the- speakers at the public 
meeting as inquiringj in the words of 
the London ' cabby,' ' What is Koepon- 
sible Qovonimenl like r Any thing lito 
beer for,in8tanuor Tho public havo had 
a carioatuce placed bofoco them, asd they 
aro asked ^to,beUeye that it is a faithfol 
repreBeritatidn b'f'Wlia't" responsiblo gov- 
ernment would bo, should the Civil 
List Bill become law, This carioatare 
exhibits tho future Lioutenant Governor 
of British Columbia as refusing assent 
to any measure amending or repeal- 
ing the Civil List Bill, and using the re- 
TepQOS derived from CaObda .for the 
payment of the Civil List in utter defi' 
anoe of the will of the people or the 
votes or protects of their representa- 
tives. Another phasp of this caricature 
represents the Lieutenant Governor 
as referring any Bill repealing or 
amending the Civil LisfBill to the 
Governor General ; tho Governor Gen- 
eral, in turn, referring It to tho Quoen, 
and the Queen rofusiug her a9C?.u 
unless open condition o^ ponsioniDg 
avy ofUoials wboBO pogiti.onB might be 
•effected by snoh Bill. ..It, ,ig fc^t, ro 
preBents the Lieutenant Governor (and 
it is not very clear whether his minis- 
ters are not gronped together with 
him) as occnpying the position of an 
absolnle autocrat in so far as tho pay- 
ment of the Civil List out of revenues 
dorivdd from Canada, or, irdeed, from 
any bthW-Boorw, ••is oonco/BiBdi This 
deBoription of tho working of re pon- 
Bible government reminds us of uuvier'a 
comment on somebody's definition of a 
orab as a fish that walks backwards, 
that, ' with tho exception that a orab 
ig not a fish, and that' ll does not walk 
backwards, the desortptlon is. admir- 
able. ' Wo must conclude that the 
deso'riptions which have been given of 
the possible working or, perhaps, it 
would bo more correct to say, obstruc- 
tion, of responsible govornmeat in tho 
event of the.GiviliLiat.Biil passing into 
law are the result. of ignorance if not 
BOmethiQg still lees oxousablo. Wo 
invito attention to a few ot the cardinal 
prinoiples of that form of admiuistration 
oommouly known as responsible govern- 
ment, with tho eiocere hope that mis- 
apprehension may be dlipelled.at a time 
•when Yt is <^inonflyid68irablo that tho 
public miad should bo as free us po8^^iblo 
from all bias or obBOuraiion, The re- 
marks ot one of Lho spoaliors at 
the publio mcelii'g aoggost the dos-ra- 
bility of premising that the constitution 
of Canada, like that of the parent 
Empire, is in great part nn written or 
traditional, and that the constitution 
of BrIlUh Oolumb ft nudor the new dia- 
peneation upon which it is about to 
enter, will, in like niaiioor, be in great 
viart unwritten or traditional.

not only to fly in the face of tha UoTernor 
and tbe Attorney GHnertI, but it is to 6y in 
tbe fane of faeis. It is to belittle powcia to 
wbiob tbe poople will poaseas ao nndonbied 
aid ioaliooable rigbi. It is to tacitly anr- 
render by unreasoning admlaBion iiKbts upon 
whioh every man ehoDld bs prepared to -io- 
aiat To eay that under tbit bill a Gov. 
ernment can contione to adminisier oootrary 
to, and in defiauoa ef^ tha well-anderstood 
wiehea ot tbe people, ia to say tbat CooatitB- 
tional Goverament iaamyib; tbit Bespon* 
Bible Government haa no meaning or anb- 
Btaoca ; tbat tbe CoBstitntioo of OrealBritaio, 
of Unoada, of British Columbia is a delusion 
and a enara.
